To  obtain  best  results,  Pansies  should  be  planted 
in  well  drained  soil  enriched  with  barnyard  ferti¬ 
lizer  as  they  are  heavy  feeders.  Moderate  amount 
of  moisture  is  necessary  for  large  blossoms. 
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
